COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for his Statement of Reasons for Allowance. However, as 
indicated in the Amendment under 37 CFR 1 .3 12 being submitted herewith, the Examiner made 
an error mixing single and plural cases in transcribing the agreed Amendment from the telephone 
interview. As a result, his Statement of Reasons for Allowance carries through this error. 
Applicant believes the language "failed to teach or suggest an ideal TACH output being related 
to the ideal rate passing of the magnetic pole of the fan by the rotor" should be "failed to teach or 
suggest an ideal TACH output being related to the ideal rate of passing of a magnetic pole of the 
fan by the rotor". 

Applicant further wishes to clarify Applicant's understanding that the Examiner does not 
intend to be stating all of the reasons for allowance. Specifically, he does not mean to suggest 
that if any reference not of record teaches or suggests any of the limitations indicated in his 



reasons for allowance that the claims would not be allowable. Indeed, the claims represent a 
combination of limitations, the totality of which constitute patentable subject matter, even if 
specific limitations may be found in the prior art. 
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
